TO THE WORLD-WIDE PUBLIC OPINION: 



^ UNDERSIGNERS/ CUBAN EXILES, because of the constarnafien created among one mll- 
if lion Cuban Refugeef and facing the anguish and sorrow created for the eight million Cu- 
3^ Mns on the Island of Cuba, due to the reach and significance of the articles contained in 
J Poet of Bilateral Agreement on Air Piracy, signed last February IS between the ^ 
^ United States Government and the Communist tyranny of Cuba, with the highest respect ^ 
)f and also with notural patriotic firmness, wish to make the following public statement: 
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It That they mpoef th« Unitod Stotos right to make foch Treaties at It moy deem convenient lor the welfare and security of Its People; In such sense, they 
ate not oppossed to the Air Plrocy Treaty, but only to those ports which they consider fundomentol within Its contents, end specially Point II, which unosu- 
ally ond practically forbids all kind of octione against the octuai Cuban regime, no matter where It fakes effect. 

The United Stores Government, through Its spokesmen, hos stated that such Agreementdoes not change the status of Its relotions with the Cubori regime. 
However, there is a flogrant controdlction between the above referred statement and the contents of Point II of said Agreement, which leoves the 
impression of having been worded In Hovono and bter unexploinobly accepted by the Government of the United States, without foreseeing the grove 
OTTM^uerw thot the application of thot section of the Agreement might bring in the future to the ever good relations between the free ond democratic 
People of Cuba and the free and democratic People of the United States. 

B. Thot with the noble Intention of avoiding events which moy result In differences of opinion between Cuban Exiles and Americons, we hove de- 
eded to give pubficHy to this document, hoping to ochieve a ropid ond healthy rectificotlon on the port of the United States Government, of the serious 
mistake mode, ond o decided explantation from President Nixon, who has olwoys hod the booking and respect of the Cuban Paople, "hif Cubon 
friends" os frequently ond with human wormth, he has stated. 

HI. we^ore under the protection of the lows of this great Notion, troditionol cradle of oil world exiles, ond thot we respect them; but allow us to soy 
thot, fl«t of oil, we ore Cubont who come here and to other shores of America seeking Freedom and old for our Fotherlond. and to procure means ond' 
woys for o dignified ood potrioik: struggle ogainst the tyranny, ond for the Freedom. IndepwKbnce ond Sovereignty of Cuba within o democmtic 
frame and of truly Social Justice, where opportunely the People moy plainly exercise the right to choose its own destiny through a mojority consent of its 
dtizenry deoniy expressed in the bdlots. 

I¥. Thot the rightful struggle of the POople of Cuba for Its llberotion ond ofterwords to enjoy living in Democrocy, JusHce and Freedom, as the Americon 
People and Other People In Earth de. Is an inalienable right of every Cubon and a potriotic duty imposed upon each son of Cuba, in spite of all odversl-' 
ties, obstadet, conspiracies, ond Agreements. 

The People Of Cuba cannot consent to ortything or anybody to conspire so thot Communist slavery reigns forever in our country ond to make permonent 
exiles out of us, or dauic immigrants, nor has it granted plenipotentkiry powers to foreign person or government, be It targe or smoH, to negoHote Its 
future.

V/m most tpeciflcolly Inalsr thot the hereinabove mentioned Point II of the Air PIrocy Treoty# of February 1 5, 1 973 arbitrarily vtobtes ond consequently It 
in open conflict with Joint Resolution #230, October 3, 1962, of the United States of America Congreu, which was decbred a Public Act when it wot 
torKfioned by the President ond which, logically, modified the Neutrality Act of that country in regords to Cuba. 

Sold Joint Resolution establithes that the United Stotes of America shall offer full cooperotbn to free Cubans In their {ust jttntogb ogainst the actual 
Cubon regime. Now we find that os per the controverstal Point II of the Treaty or Agreement on Air Rrocy, the United Stoles will punish b occordonce 
with its bws ond will not permit ony Cuban to prepare, promote or take port In expeditions or other important activities, from its territory or any pbce in 
America ogainst the totalitarian regime imposed in Cuba by deceit, force ond terror. '»■ * * * 

We hove pointed out the substonce of both texts, so thot the present contradictions and confusioh may be evidenced and to show, from another point of 
view, how the United Stotes Government hot gone so for In corKesslons ond oftributions in this Agreement that not only penetrates Into the subject of 
Cuba's sovereignty but also of the rest of the ndtiohf ojl the world, to the point where many might consider it outrageous and humiliating. 
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VI, Thot in the same monner thot the People of Cubcrin Exib ortd in the Isbod of Cuba censoreriqnd exposed the Kennedy-Khrushchev Poet, bom os o 
consequence of the October, 1 962 Missib Crisis, which In the bog run has served only to protect ond perpetuate Costro orb his regime b power, now • 
equolly, free ond democrotic Cubans censor and expose ony coexistence intent tending to mointoin the Cuban tyranny In power and unjustly oondenv 
ning our People to live under a prison-regime which has destroyed the Cuban Notion, estoblished permar>ent rationing and poverty and viobted every 
prbeipb of the Interantencon System, reiteratediy ond ostensibly interferring besides, In the internal offoirs of numerous Latin American countries orb 
the United States of America. Frankly speaking, nothing hos changed in the Homdarb of the great Cuban Patriot Jose Mortl that justifies the modifl- 
catbns of OAS sanctions ogoirtst the tyranrty and exrthing hos changed In Cuba to overlook the crimes, the thousands of pollticoi prisoners, hunger, 
terror ond the viobtbn of oil Humon Rights which chorocterize the totolltarlon regime of the Cubon Judos, Rdel Castro. 

VII, That for those free o^ democrotic Cuborts who hove a clear concept of Dfgr^ty orb Honor, to walk paths of contemptible coexistence with Castro orb 
his communist tyrorvty now, is nothing dse thon treason to the cause of Cuban Freedom, and we consider It Is also treoson to the forefathers orb 
llberotors of the Americos orb to the furbomentol prlncipbs on which destiny and democrotic security of the Western Hemisphere orb the Free Worb 
rest; orb olso, of course, to the rights, bdiefs, orb hopes of o better a more just future that dl Peopbs on Earth deserve. 

VIII, Thot oil free orb democratic Cubans ore eternally gratefully to the People of the United States of America and to the different AdmlnistrotRons of 
the United States Goverrtment sbee our bng orb hord exib begon, ond also to oil other Peopl€|s and Governments of America, for the generous ob 
ond job opportunities offered to support our homes with dignity; but with nobility and respect we remind everyone that gratitude does not mean 
submission; thot eternal grotitude does not meon the occepronce of Indignities which corry on poin and crudfixtton for the Cubon fbople. 

As o distinguished diplomat and Intellectual of our Americos stated In a very right sentence: *TTie solution of the Cuban probbm Is not to supply the 
Cubons o diluted ond false substitute of Fother brb, but to provbe them with on honorobb return to rheir ever-homejorb." 

Let It be known to the whob world thot we bft Cubo to return with dignity orb to a redeemed Fatherland orb thot, In such sense we consider thot the 
Orgonizatioo of Americon Slates -OAS- orb Its Notion AAembers, depbrabiy hove not lived up to their duty to aid the Peopb of Cubo, and to the 
AgrMments orb Treotbs which demond from them a firmer and more decorous attitude becouse, ofter oil, the Battle for Cuba is also the Bottb of 
Americo. . , 

OL That the Forefathers orb Uberators of the Cubon Homelood, whose struggbs and exomptas ore Inspiration for our bottb of today tought us ‘'that the 
probbms of^Cubo concern the Cubons fundomentaUy"; "thot we hove nothing whib we do not hove our Fotherbrb"; "that the historic truth stands 
above oil"; "thot no matters what might happen, Cuba should not ond cannot woit for extraneous solutions"; "that Cuba cannot live deprived of the 
rights enjoyed by other countlres, not to consent that It be said It only knows how to suffer"; and "thot struggbs for Freedom ore very costly, but one 
becorrtes fond of them, the more time posses and difficuitief multiply".
